Slavery ami site People of Color In Ilia
District or Columbia.

Correspondence of the N'ew York Ercblag I'ott.
WasiitNOTiiN, March 17, ISC2.

Tbe utnount of property held bv the neonle
of color in Washington and vicinity Is consid-
erable, embracing bouses, lota, horses, carriages,
cans, furniture, nans ana otnrr stock. It ap
pears, from careful examination, lhat thla pro
erty amounts to at least live hundred thousand
dollars. There are instances where colored
men bave earned by honorable toll, and now
bold, properly lu good securities valued from
three thousand lo fifteen thousand dollars
There are hundreds who are worth from one tu
two thousand.

It Is a fact proved by Ibe record of tbe
courts that no colored person who has bad any
opportunity lor position baa ever been con
vlctcd or crime In Ihe District of Columbia
Considering- - Ihe disabilities under which ihev
all labor, this Is hn important fact. The num- -

oer ot tne more ignorant aoti nngiecteu 'colored
peopla in the pepjuratluy and jail Is compara
lively small. Any one cau provo this who will
examine the official records ol these Institutions.
The statement Is substantiated by Ihe records
lor tblrly years past.

There has never been a colored persoa bulled
in Washington at the public expense. The pc--

pie of color lu tho District have charitable eocl
etlCB among themselves numbering some tblr
ty In all which lak care of the sick potr and
bury the dead Neither the public nor Ue
Government has ever beeu called un lor a farth
ing lor Ibese objects.

Notwithstanding all the provisions made for
tbem, tbe laboring colored people
many oppressions. Three Intelligent young
